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TRUMAN'S 
TROUBLES 


Washington has begun 
to turn against him 
by JOHN CHAMBERLAIN 


Wasuixcton, D.C. 
Westizgson has begun to turn 
against Truman, The new 
mood, which started to crystal~ 
lize toward the end of October, 
may be utterly unfair to the 
little gray man in the White 
House, but there it is, Even 
those who profess to have pity 
on the President go about re-~ 
tailing his lacest supposed gaffe, 
his newest uncomfortable pre- 
dicament, with an almost ob- 
scene relish, "* Hell," says a Re- 
publican senator, “it isn't just 
that the honeymoon is over; 
there hasn't even been a period 
of connubial bliss,"" " Big” sen- 
ators of both parties, remember 
ing that Harry Truman was a 
"Tittle" senator for practically 
all his period on the Hill, are 
now indulging the ancienthabit 
of saying’I told you so.” They 
don't want to be quoted direct- 
ly, for they insist that Harry is 
their pal. Buc they manifestly 
do not fear him, and they will 
support him only if he happens 
by chance tobe going their way. 
Truman has himself to blame 
for much of the sudden yelping 
of this murderous pack. He 
came back from Porsdam feel- 
ing rather cocky and, when the 
war ended, he himself led the 
way in proclaiming that hence-

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forth it was to be “politics as 
usual.” Then, when strikes 
were brewing and the problem 
of the atom bomb was troubling 
everyone, he went off on a 
blithe swing around the circle 
to dedicate a dam, visit a coun- 
ty fair and spit in the Mississip- 
pi River. There was no reason 
why he should not have done 
this, After all, a President is 
entitled to some relaxation, 
and a good administrator can 
run things from Peoria or Pa- 
ducah provided he has tcle- 
phonic connection with his 
junior executives. The trouble 
with Truman's tip was that 
the boys were getting ready to 
knife him anyway and the trip 
served as a convenient excuse 
for them to let go with their 
hostility in a really uninhibited 
way. 

Te was at this point that 
Harry Truman betrayed him- 
self. Instead of fighting back, 
he began to complain before 
various audiences that he had 
never asked to be President 
and that everyone ought to 
pitch in and help him. This was 
the worst possible thing that 
Truman could have done, for 
pressure groups, like wolves, 
respond to any sign of weak 
ness or hesitancy by closing in 
for the kill. Individually, some 
of those who listened to Harry 
Truman's complaints went up 
to him to promise their con- 
tinued cooperation. But the 
tougher characters said noth- 
ing. One representative of in- 
dustry who had often had sar- 
donic things to say about the 
sloppiness of Roosevelt's ad- 
ministrative practices, observed 
with pointed irony that Tru- 
man might not be up to Roose- 
velt as an administrator. 


Boiled down to concrete in- 
stances, the late October and 
carly November case against 
Truman as an administrator 
scemed to have some substance. 
Truman's practice has been to 
pick a man and give him his 
head. He considers that it is 
Chester Bowles’s business to 
handle prices, Schwellenbach’s 
to work on wages, John Sny- 
det's to work out reconversion 
policies, and John Caskie Col- 
let's to pick up from where 
William H. Davis left off as 
boss of the Office of Economic 
Stabilization, But the trouble 
with the pick-a-good-man-and- 
let-him-alone theory in ¢co- 
nomic government is that 
prices, wages, reconversion and 
economic stabilization are all 
aspects or factors of the same 
thing: production. The business 
of sceing that his junior exe- 
cutives work together in har- 
ness on the subject of getting 
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production started again is Tru- 
man’s own business. In Wash- 
ington in carly November, la- 
bor, management and Congress 
agreed on one thing: that Tru- 
man was not forcing his junior 
executives t0 carry out a co- 
ordinated company policy. Sny- 
der and Bowles disagreed on 
pricing—and as for John Caskie 
Collet, the new boss of the 
Office of Economic Stabiliza- 
tion, who in the devil was he? 

The head-scratching that 
went on over the qualifications 
of the practically unknown Col- 
let touched off another wave of 
anti-Truman talk. The Truman 
government, so dozens of peo- 
ple were saying, was a govern- 
ment of “little men.” 

The prime facts about John 
Caskie Collet tended, at lease 
superficially, to reinforce the 
complaint. Like Truman him- 
self, Collet is a Missourian, a 
Mason, a Baptist, an ex-farmer 
and an ex-county official. Har- 
ry Truman “borrowed” Collet 
from the Kansas City Federal 
Court bench to fill the job once 
held by Fred Vinson. In ap- 
pearance Collec is undistin- 
guished. He is thin and slight; 
he squints when he talks; he 
cats 5¢ candy bars; he winks 
at you confidentially; and he 
has never had any particular ex- 
perience with the work he is 
now doing. In Washington the 
wolves say that the only “‘leg- 
islation” he ever wrote in Mis- 
souri was an antispitting ordi- 
nance for the cown of Salisbury. 

Now, Collet may be quite 
able. Nevertheless, Harry Tru- 
man’s penchant for picking 
homey types was one morecount 
against him in carly Novem- 
ber. People were going around 
muttering about the lack of 
“broad-gauge advisers." They 
seemed to resent one person in 
particular, an insurance execu- 
tive named George E. Allen. 


George Allen is a roly-poly 
fellow from Mississippi who 
knows how to tell a good 
story. During the- 1944 cam- 
paign:George Allen traveled on 


John Caskie Collet, Truman sclection for 
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the Truman vice-presidential 
train as an “*arranger’’ for the 
Democratic National Com- 
mittee, of which he is now 
secretary. When Truman be- 
came President, Allen began to 
pop up in the White House. 
The story around Washington 
is that Allen is Truman's" Har- 
ry Hopkins,” a fellow who 
stands ready ro amuse the Presi- 
dent or to do any odd jobs for 
him that may require an out-of 
channel touch. Allen has just 
completed a report on the Liq- 
uidation of war agencies. 

Like Collet, George Allen 
may be an able man. Bue the 
wolves who are out to eat Tru- 
man alive will not admit it. 
They argue that Allen's advice 
seldom stems from detailed 
thought on problems of gov- 
ernment. When Truman makes 
a mistake in asking one man to 
the White House while ignor- 
ing another, the faux pas is 
rightly or wrongly attribuced 
to Allen. 

Since there is always deroga~ 
tory gossip about a President's 
“Kitchen cabiner,"” the cracks 
about the boys’ around Tru- 
man may be discounted. But 
the point to be made in any 
early November report on the 
Washington state of mind is 
that Truman has allowed him- 
self to be outmancuvered in 
the game of “face.” Truman 
began his administration by in- 
ferentially promising that Con- 
gress would run its own show. 
Now he exhibits pained sur- 
prise when a House committee 
dallies in reporting a full-em- 
ployment bill. Last spring Tru- 
man apparently made up his 
mind that he would be decisive 
where Roosevelt was indeci- 
sive, The novelty of being able 
to get a quick answer from the 
President on practically any 
topic had everyone in Washing- 
ton beguiled for a short period. 
But now the boys are beginning 
to complain about Harry Tru- 
man’s" snap judgments,”” 


Even in the country at large, 
which is usually a month or so 
behind Washingcon, Truman is 
beginning to suffer from a dimi- 
nution of the honeymoon sup- 
port. Last August Herbere 
Brownell, chairman of the 
Republican National Commit- 
tee, was audibly wo! 
the difficulty of raisi 
for his party war chest. But 
now the checks are starting to 
roll in; moneyed Republicans 
are at last beginning to think 
they arc going to have an op- 
portunity to back a winning 
horse. The Democrats out on 
the firing line are correspond- 
ingly worried. In Wisconsin, 
for example, the Democrats ap- 
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proached William T. Evjue, the 
Madison newspaper editor who 
had quit the La Follette Pro- 
gressive Party to support Roose- 
velt and the war. The Demo- 
crats wanted Evjue to work for 
the senatorial candidacy of 
Howard McMurray, a former 
Democratic congressman from 
the Milwaukee area, but Evjue 
had his doubts about Truman 
and he wanted to air them. He 
not only objected to the per 
formance of the Democrats in 
the local Wisconsin legislature; 
he also wanted to know why 

were getting 
the postmaster jobs under Bob 
Hannegan. He demanded an 
explanation of the appoint- 
ment of ex-Senator Bennett 
Clark, surely an anti-Roosevelt 
man if there ever was one, to a 
lucrative and important judge- 
ship. And he also wanted to 
know why Truman didn’t cru- 
sade on certain Roosevelt is- 
sues. He could not promise to 
support the Democratic candi- 
date for senator until these 


“reactionaries” 


things were cleared up. 

The hesitancy of Evjue is 
symptomatic. Truman has not 
cut himself loose from the old 
Roosevelt following and Bob 
Hannegan is forever asserting 
the continuity of New Deal 
tradition in the Democratic 
Party. But on the specific 
Roosevelt issucs Truman blows 
hot and cold. He is for such 
things as full-employment leg- 
islation and federal unemploy- 
ment compensation for  dis- 
placed war workers. But he is 
lackadaisical in his efforts to 
pur the heat on Congress to get 
his program through. The tepid 
Truman approach loses votes 
on the historic “left” and gains 
nothing from the historic 
“right.” A defensive fighter, 
Truman is losing support only 
on the fringes. But the fringe 
vote may be important in 
enough congressional districts 
to give the Republicans a ma- 
jority in the House of Repre- 
sentatives in 1946. 


Naturally che Republicans 
are licking their chops. A few 
of them are even beginning to 
forget their old villain, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, in anticipa- 
tion of the pleasure of carving 
up a live victim in 1946 and 
1948. Since the Republicans 
have been loath to develop any 
program of their own, they 
may be premature in writing 
off Harry Truman. But one 
thing is certain as 1945 runs 
out: if Truman wants to be 
President from 1948 to 1952, he 
had better stop complaining 
that he did not seck the office

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NO MIRACLES 


BUT THE ATOM, THE ARMY-NAVY MERGER AND OTHER BIG ISSUES ARE INCHING TOWARD SOLUTION 


Sometimes a week’s important events fall 
into a pattern all their own. Sometimes they 
are so unrelated that you can crack your 
skull trying to force a pattern on them. The 
big events and issues of last week were of 
the intractable type. The only way to get a 
grasp on them is to take them one by one. 

First and most important was the Truman- 
Attlee-King decision on the atomic bomb. 
‘The three politicians got together in Wash- 
ington and agreed that atomic energy is too 
big for any country or group of countries 
to monopolize. They want free exchange 
of scientific information with all countries 
who want it, too. But as for “specialized in- 
formation regarding the practical applica- 
tion of atomic energy”—in other words, the 
blueprints of how we make atomic bombs— 
they w vep that secret yet a while. They 
will keep it secret until “enforceable safe- 
guards against its use for destructive pur- 
poses can be devised.” To devise these safe- 
guards they propose that the United Nations 
Organization set up a special commission, 

‘The three men had been under consider- 
able propaganda pressure, on the one hand 
to “share” the bomb, or internationalize its 
control, on the other hand to use it to extract 
concessions from Russia, Within the fort- 
night Harold Stassen and Senator Ball had 
come out with very daring proposals in both 
these directions. But Messrs. Truman, Att- 
lee and King are not daring men. Those who 
saw them together were struck by the gen- 
eral applicability of Churchill's crack about 
Attlee, whom he called a “sheep in sheep's 
clothing.” They agreed to state the obvious 
and check the bet. 

‘They checked to the UNO and to Russia. 
It is Russia’s turn now to accept or reject 
their invitation to help work out reciprocal 
guarantees. The most we can hope for is that 
the UNO commission will really be estab- 
lished, the bomb outlawed, a mutual inspec- 

n worked out and the ga 
science universally removed. The political 
achievement (if and when we get it) is not 
going to be as apocalyptic as the scientific 
achievement, it seems. The Three Little 
Men didn’t pass a miracle. 

Yet what they did was a kind of triumph 
both for good manners and for common 
sense. What would you do if you were the 
atom’s keeper? What do you think Harold 
Stassen would do, really? His scheme for an 
international air force, armed with a monop- 
oly of the bomb, is of course a proposal 
for world government, a world government 
against which no rebellion would be possible. 
Some kind of world government is certainly 
an ultimate necessity and we are lucky to 
have men like Stassen to keep that necessity 
before our eyes. But when it comes to re- 
sponsible decisions about such matters, the 
longest way round—via UNO, diplomacy 
and the instinctive flocking of sheep—may 
be the shortest way home. 

Beardsley Ruml, who thinks of world gov- 
ernment as the goal of a 20-year program, 
pointed out in a recent speech that “world 
government requires as a foundation a moral 
and psychological sense of world community,

and that foundation does not presently exist. 

.+ The minds and hearts of men are not 
prepared... . Too many men despise wom- 
en. Too many women despise their servants. 
Too many white men despise black men. Too 
many Christians despise Jews.” Whoever 
works for the establishment of that moral 
and psychological community of mankind is 
doing as much for world peace as those who 
make blueprints. He is doing much more 
than those who merely throw stones at sheep. 


Army-Navy Merger 


The Senate hearings on whether the War 
and Navy Departments should be merged 
are by no means over, but they reached a 
climax last week. The weight of testimony 
from Army officers has pretty well swamped 
the Navy's opposition to the merger. Gen- 
erals Eisenhower, Doolittle, Spaatz, Devers, 
Bradley and others have all made telling 
statements about the folly and danger of 
maintaining two equal fighting services when 
the whole basis of successful war today is 
triphibious teamwork. General Spaatz asked 
this poser: is the arctic polar cap, which he 
thinks a likely battlefield in another war, a 
land, sea or air theater? Eisenhower made 
the point that will probably stick longest in 
the Congressional mi i i 
we can buy more secu 

The Navy, through all this, has barely 
been able to keep a united front. The most 
detailed counterproposal to the merger was 
prepared for Secretary Forrestal by his fel- 
low Wall Streeter, Ferdinand Eberstadt. But 

Eberstadt’s report insists that aviation, in- 
cluding nayal aviation, be made separate 
from and equal to the regular Army and 
Navy; and the Navy brass will not go along 
ith him on that. Thus the Navy is thrown 
into a role of confused obstructionism, un- 
fairly to itself. 

The chief danger in unification is not that 
the Navy must sacrifice i splendid isolation 
but that it may be whittled away altogether. 
Doolittle and other Army air enthusiasts 
pronounce not only battleships obsolete but 
carriers, too. If this boyish zeal has its way, 
another war may find our military reach ex- 
ceeding our grasp. A Navy is still the best 
way to guarantee communications and sup- 
plies over any ocean, however quickly a few 
planes can fly over it. Perhaps the Navy 
should concentrate on reminding us that the 
earth is still five-eighths water. It could 
properly insist on guarantees, such as a rota- 
tion provision in the unification bill, that the 
coming Department of Defense will continue 
to maintain the best navy in the world. 


“A Frightful Queerness” 


Before the Labor-Management Confer- 
ence in Washington was a week old, Secre- 
tary of Labor Schwellenbach said he was 
amazed at the selfishness of the delegates: 
none of them gave a damn about the public 
interest. Evidently the conference is col- 
lapsing of its own weight. Meanwhile Henry 
Ford IT has decided not to break ranks with 


GM and Chrysler; he has rejected the 
union’s demand for a 30% increase. The 
motor industry, for one, is all lined up for a 
major strike. 

Neither selfishness nor strikes are anything 
new under the American sun. Yet it is hard 
to resist a feeling that there is something new 
about the current flavor of many familiar 
American phenomena. It is as though men’s 
motives had changed or clouded while their 
acts and words follow the same old patterns 
from habit. Labor does not seem so genuinely 
interested in wages, nor management in prof- 
its, as both do in something undefined. Pow- 
er, perhaps—that nebulous goal whose quest 
is always a kind of somnambulism. 

H. G. Wells, in a new book about the doom 
of humankind (a book itself as queer as 
Dick's hatband), claims to notice “a fright- 
ful queerness” in the air, a “fugitive sen: 
that something is happening so that life will 
never be quite the same again.” If the atomic 
era is really producing a desperate fission in 
the human mind, there was a good case study 
of the process in the panting crowds who 
gathered around young Joseph Vitolo last 
week (see pp. 38-39). 

‘They seemed peculiarly symptomatic of 
America’s mood today, Everybody is wail 
ing for a miracle and going through somnam- 
bulistic motions, or flocking like sheep, until 
it comes. Everybody is waiting for the mira- 
cle job, the miracle helicopter, the miracle 

f science can do it, people feel, why 
not God? Even Orphan Annie, though she is 
already the protégé of a benevolent billion- 
aire, has had to enlist a ghost’s aid in her 
latest struggle with evil. Even the hardhead- 
ed strategists of the Republican Party, in 
their zealous and otherwise praiseworthy 
pursuit of the truth about Pearl Harbor, seem 
to be making a rather miraculous assump- 
tion that the reputation of Franklin Roos 
velt will be a determining campaign issue in 
1948. 

It seems scarcely necessary to say so, but 
God never did set up to be everybody’s mir- 
acle worker. He still helps those who help 
themselves. Whatever His role or purpose in 
the fission of the atom, the zeal, sweat and 
collaboration of a lot of individuals was the 
knowably indispensable part. Any further 
progress we choose to make, whether toward 
peace, prosperity or plain national survival, 
will require the same.

The Mayflower Com- 
pact, in which the forefathers enacted their own form of government and prom- 
ised “just and equall” laws, was a revolutionary document for the times.

THE SECRET LANGUAGE OF WAR 


BREAKING JAPANESE CODE BEFORE PEARL HARBOR WAS CLIMAX OF AN UNCEASING AND UNKNOWN BATTLE 


0" of the most exotic melodramas of the cen 
tury might be titled "The Great Code My: 
tery"’ or, "How Much Did We Know about the 
Japs?”” According to the celebrated letter which 
General Marshall sent to Governor Dewey dur- 
ing the 1944 presidential campaign, we somchow 
had broken the top Japanese diplomatic code 
some time before Pearl Harbor. It also seems 
clear that in some manner the U.S. Navy ob- 
tained the Jap navy codes (as distinguished from 
diplomatic codes) and throughout the war was 
informed about important Japanese moves and 
maneuvers 

Tantalizing rumors have been circulating. It is 
said, for example, that we obtained the Jap codes 
from a member of the Imperial Diet who actually 
was a secret U. S. agent. This individual, accord- 
ing to the fantasy, will be tried as a war criminal, 
sentenced to death and then spirited away be- 
yond the reach of assassins. Another rumor is 
that possession of the codes not only determined 
the whole course of the Pacific war but had a 
very important bearing on the German war as 
weil. The story goes that in the winter or early 
spring of 1944 the German High Command took 
from the Berlin Embassy 
on a tour of the fortifications along the invasion 
coast. Later the Jap attachés radioed a detailed 
account of the tour to Tokyo in the diplomatic 
code. This was intercepted by U. S. monitors and 
decoded message gave the invasion chiefs precise 
information on which points to hit on D-day.

al months ago President Truman issued 
tive prohibiting any official disclosures 
whatever about codes, without White House 
sanction. There is also pending in Congress a bill 
known as $-805, which provides a fine of $10,000 
and/or ten years’ imprisonment for anyone di- 
vulging code information or even information 
about messages “purporting to be in code.” 
However, while the full truth about the Great 
Code Mystery may never be told, it is possible to 
say a good deal about codes without violating 
national security. The subject is an old one. It 
goes back at least to the Fifth Century B.C., 
when a Greck named Histiacus shaved the head 
of aslave, tattooed a secret message on his scalp, 
waited until the hair grew back and then sent 
him forth as a diplomatic courier. 

Every major government maintains a “black 
chamber” ceasclessly decoding communications 
of other governments—fricndly or not—in peace 
as in war. The headquarters of these recondite 
groups are as inaccessible as Mt. Everest. The 
code department of the U. S. State Department 
consists of 15 connecting rooms towhich there is 
only one entrance through a grilled gate whichis 
opened only for employes and a few top officials. 
Twenty-four hours a day code messages flow in 
and out over wires which lead into the central 
cable room and connect the department with its 
antennae all over the world. Certain messages 
are so top-secret that, after they have been read 
and noted, they are burned. There is a special in- 


cinerator for this purpose, and care is taken that 
only dead, powdered ash remains. 

In the last war, vital cryptographic work was 
Jefe to a comparative handful of advanced math- 
ematicians, professors of dead languages and 
assorted savants, whose composite information 
had to equal that of a gencrously endowed li- 
brary. The possibilities of cryprography are al- 
most limitless. In the last war U, S. Indians from 
various tribes were employed in communications 
on the theory that if they spoke back and forth 
no one could understand them. They indeed 
proved so troublesome that after the war numer- 
ous German” students" and" professors" came to 
the U. S. to study Indian languages and are sup- 
posed to have compiled the best Indian diction- 
aries in existence. However, it appears that the 
Navajo dialect is so difficult that there are said 
to be only 28 non-Navajos in the world who 
know anything about it. A recent issue of the 
Marine Corps Gazette mentioned the use of Navajos 
in the Pacific campaigns. There are scores of

Even with shifts of fresh clerks coming in every few hours, the 
strain and tension in the midst of a code barrage is almost unbearable. 

Apart from familiarity with foreign languages and dialects, the 
code experts must have a broad knowledge of literature, which is im- 
portant in unraveling so-called book codes.”’ In using a book code 
two correspondents select a certain volume as a key and communi- 
cate by sending messages consisting of numerals referring to page 
and line in the book. Theoretically any book can be used, but for 
practical purposes a dictionary generally is chose 

In popular legend the notion persists that a book code is unbreak- 
able. Actually no one ever has invented an unbreakable system. 
Possibly the only exception is the famous 13th-Century manuscript 
attributed to Roger Bacon written in a cipher which has baffled crypt- 
analysts for decades. No cipher method of secret writing can get very 
far from the fact that in every language certain letters and letter com- 
binations occur far more frequently than others. In English, for exam- 
ple, the letter E occurs 591 times in every 1,000 words on the average, 
T occurs 473 times, followed by A, O, N, R, I, §, etc. Similarly, the 
bigrams TH, HE, AN, RE, ER and the trigrams THE, ING, ENT, 
ION, etc., are conspicuously frequent. No matter how complicated 
the cipher, it is impossible entirely to suppress these frequencies and 
usually they are the key to the puzzle, 


Good guessing is important 


But frequencies are no help in solving special, isolated messages 
such as the famous A SON IS BORN which informed Germany's 
diplomats that the first World War was about to begin. Only after 
the interception of a considerable volume of coded messages is it 
possible to discern the word patterns which inevitably emerge in 
time. Besides piecing together the code samples which slowly ac- 
cumulate, decoders carefully consider the time and place of transmis- 
sion of each message, its probable destination, the probable language 
of the original text and, most important of all, its possible correla- 
tion with subsequent political or military happenings. In this way 
a body of knowledge, observation and conjecture is buile up and, 
finally, the most abstruse code is broken. By and large it is likely chat 
ten or twelve months will be required to break a modern code, bar- 
ring occasional lucky accidents or masterful espionage. Therefore the 
general practice is to change codes every five or six months, thus 
thwarting the enemy decoders. 

Codes are the basis of all U. S. naval communications and there is 
no secret of armament, gun range or firepower more closely held 
than the heavy, leadbound Navy codebooks. On every warship three 
officers are privy to the whereabouts and use of these precious vol- 
umes, and these officers also have the responsibility of disposing of 
the books if their ship is sinking. Under no circumstances must the 
codes go down with the ship, for if it is sunk in shallow water the 
enemy could and would send divers down to recover them. It may be 
that our knowledge of the Jap navy codes was obtained by recovery 
of codebooks from sunken ships

THE SECRET LANGUAGE OF WAR continue 


If so, there is a classic precedent, During World War I che German 
cruiser Magdeburg ran aground on shoals in the Baltic, and che Rus- 
sian flect closed in on her. The captain of the Magdeburg then ordered 
an officer to take the codebooks off the ship and throw them into 
deep water, but before he could do so the Russians opened fire and 
he was thrown overboard. When the Magdeburg was taken, the Rus- 
sian commander courtcously ordered the bodies of the drowned 
German sailors brought up for honorable burial. One of the first 
bodies raised by the dredge was that of the officer, still clutching the 
lead covers of the codebooks. The Russians then put a diver to 
work, and in a shore time he came up with the books themselves. 
These were sent to Room 4o in the British Admiralty, and for ewo 
years, until after the Bartle of Jutland when the Germans adopted 
a new system, the British Navy usually had full information about 
projected enemy raids and fleet maneuvers, with incalculable effect 
on the course of the war. 

The U.S. Army uses code for messages of vital importance and for 
most communications referring to troop movements, munitions, 
supplics, etc. But it would be far too risky to have codebooks lying 
around in combat areas where they might be captured, so in the 
ficld the Army depends mostly on a system of ciphers nicely gradu- 
in complexity. For example, an order calling for a certain action 
¢ hours would be put into a relatively simple cipher which, if 
intercepted, could not be read by the enemy in less than five or six 
hours. An order for action a day later would be in a more difficult 
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Army's M-94 uses perforated disks, the rims of which are imprinted with differently 
scrambled alphabets. Sender places numbered disks on spindle in any order, arranges 
letters on rims so one horizontal line forms a secret key sentence known to the receiv- 
et (in this case, GRANT TOOK RICHMOND). Sender then informs receiver of order 
of the disks and tells him to turn each disk a certain number of letters, ie., 5-9 means 
pat disk 5 on spindle first, then turn it 9 letters from the G in GRANT. Thus, disk by 
disk, new message—plain or in code—is spelled out intelligibly on horizontal line.

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cipher which might take three days to solve, and so on, An order for 
immediate action would be sent in clear text by the quickest means 
available, regardless of whether the enemy intercepted it or not, 
because the attack presumably would be under way before the enemy 
could prepare co mect it. Likewise, communications between fighter 
planes and cank units in battle are in clear. But if Washington sent 
importane instructions to General Eisenhower or General Mac- 
Arthur, no chances were taken. The messages were coded and the 
code then enciphered, and it might have taken months for the Ger- 
mans or Japs to make any sense out of them. 

The Army could, of course, send all messages in its most difficule 
ciphers and keep switching them so often that the cnemy would 
always be weeks behind in its deciphering efforts. But a cipher is a 
mechanism and, like every mechanism, it is subject to accidents. 
Some ciphers are so delicately constructed that an error in a single 
character is enough to change the meaning of an entire message—or 
turn it into gibberish, The rout of Napoleon's Grand Army at the 
Battle of Leipzig was caused in part by a garbled cipher message from 
the marshal of a relief army which was supposed to cover the retreat 
of Napoleon's forces from a dangerous position. The message, in 
Napoleon's" Great Cipher,” informed the emperor that the army 
could not reach the appointed place at the appointed time. But a 
mistake had been made in the encipherment and no one at headquar- 
ters could read it, Napoleon lost the battle and a large pare of his 
army. 


The mechanical word shuffler 


While the cryptographers are trying to read enemy messages and 
trying to devise indecipherable ciphers and unbreakable codes for 
our use, communications experts also are at work. Their job is to 
invent methods of transmission which will defy enemy interceptors. 
One of the most ingenious devices is a “*four-channel time-division 
multiplex basis transmitter.” In spite of the formidable name, this 
is similar in principle to an old dodge of secret writing long used by 
criminals. A prisoner, say, will write a message on the side of a 
tightly held pack of cards, arranged in a certain sequence. He then 
shuffles the cards and passes them on to another prisoner who reads 
the message by putting the cards back into the original sequence. 
The “four-channel” transmitter in effect is a mechanical shufller of 
code words. A rotating switch is connected with four sending 
machines and thoroughly mixes all the syllables of the message be- 
ing sent. The resulting jumble goes out on a single radio frequency, 
and at the receiving end there is another rotating switch hooked up 
to four automatic typewriters. The receiving apparatus is synchro- 
nized with the transmitter and breaks down the jumbled message into 
the four parts of the original. 

There also are in use today certain secret refinements of the" light- 
ning gibberish" which the Germans broadcast from their great ra~ 
dio station at Nauen in World War I. Lightning gibberish consists 
simply of recording a message, then playing the record at five or 
six times normal speed for radio transmission. The result is a high-

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pitched screech. For quite a long while the Allied interceptors were 
unable to make sensc out of Nauen’s screeching, until one day some 
British officers played some records of the Nauen broadcast on a port- 
able phonograph. The phonograph ran down in the middle of the 
record, and the screech turned into an audible series of code groups. 

Readers who may wish to experiment with the secret language of 
war can usc the cipher below, the historic Vigenére tableau. Invent- 
ed by one, Blaise de Vigenére, a Frenchman, the tableau for many 
decades was called the indecipherable cipher, because of the ingeni- 
ous way that letter frequencies are hidden. The Vigenére long ago 
lose its reputation of being indecipherable, but it is the ancestor of 
most ciphers in use today. 

To write a Vigenére cipher, sender and receiver must have a key 
word. Suppose the key word is CIPHER and the message is SECRET 
WRITING. The sender begins with CIPHER/CIPHERC; SECRET/ 
WRITING, the key word being repeated as often as necessary to 
match cach letter of the message. 

In composing the cipher, the sender starts with the first letter of 
the key word, the C. He then reads down the vertical column under 
Cin the top line until he comes to the horizontal line headed by S, 
the first letter of the message. The letter at the junction of these two 
lines is U, the first letter of the cipher. Likewise, under the I columa 
he drops down to the E horizontal line and gets the cipher letter M, 
and so on. The completed cipher thus reads, Key word: CIPHER/ 
CIPHERC; Message: SECRET/ WRITING; Cipher: UMRYIK/YZX 
AMEI. Note that in the Vigenére cipher, the repeated letters in the 
message (E, I, R and T, in this case) are represented by different 
cipher letters cach time. 

To decipher, the receiver simply reverses the process. He goes 
down the column headed by the first letter of the key until he comes 
to the first letter of the cipher. The letter at the extreme left of that 
line thus is the first letter of the deciphered clear. Thus,—Key word: 
CIPHER /CIPHERC; Cipher: UMRYIK/YZXAMEI, Message: SE~ 
CRET/WRITING.

The smart young strategist of the auto workers’ union directs the attack 
on General Motors in a battle which may set the pattern for U.S. labor 


jo most of America the ending of World 

War II on Sept. 2 signaled a return to the 

ways of peace, But to Detroit, cockpit of 
U, S. labor relations, the Japanese surrender meant 
simply the ending of a conflict which for its dura- 
tion had provided a not-too-well-observed cessa~ 
tion of hostilities in an older, more localized war. 
Thirteen days after the surrender the United Auto 
Workers and the automobile industry were at it 
again, Ie was like old times. 

‘Americans have learned by experience that what 
happens in Detroit today affords a preview of what 
will happen all over the nation tomorrow. It is 
the home both of America’s biggest, most aggres- 
sive industry and its biggest, most socially sensi- 
tive union, and the interplay between them sets a 
pattern for the rest of U.S, business and labor. 
Hence shortly after the U. A.W. formally demand- 
ed 30% raise, the oil workers made the same de- 
mand, So did the A.F.L. machinists’ union in 
San Francisco, C. I. O. shipyard workers in Boston 
and A.F.L, chemical workers at Columbus. 

Ranged on one side of the Detroit battlefield 
today is a generous cut of America’s smartest and 
most highly paid industrial brains. On the oth- 
er side is a team of capable young labor leaders 
who would be hard to match in all the U.S. 
Among these labor carcer men, who enjoy as much 
powcr if not as much money as many motor 
tycoons, the dominating figure is a bouncy little 
man whose annual salary is $7,000 and whose 
name is Walter Philip Reuther. Reuther—it 
rhymes with Luther—is one of the U. A. W.'s ewo 
vice presidents and director of the union's Gen- 
eral Motors department, which is its largest. 
More than that, he has for some years been the 
chief mapper of the U.A.W.'s long-range strat- 
egy. At the moment he is the spearhead of 
U.A.W.'s wage campaign, which in itself is a 
spearhead drive for the rest of U. S. labor. 

‘The campaign thus far has been fought mainly 
with press releases. The U.A.W. demands that 
GM raise its wage scale 30% to give employes the 
same take-home pay they had in wartime. GM, 
says Reuther, could not only grant this raise, on 
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the basis of prospective postwar volume, but 
could reduce car prices simultancously and still 
make bigger profits than ever. To this reasoning 
GM replies: nonsense. 

Whatever the facts of this dispute, there is a 
deeper issue: should industry, in the interests of 
the national economy, scale its wages to conform 
to its profits? Ruther holds that it should, that 
restoration of the wartime wage rate is necessary 
if national consumption is to be geared to na- 
tional productivity. He has demanded that GM 
open its books to public scrutiny, a trail-blazing 
step in collective bargaining. 


Battle of the books 


Harry Anderson, GM personnel chief and Reu- 
ther's long-time antagonist at the negotiation 
table, has replied that the corporation does not 
open its books even to its stockholders, that when 
it buys its materials and sells its products in com- 
petitive markets and pays higher-than-average 
wages, it fulfills its obligations. A 30% increase, 
says Anderson, would necessitate a price increase 
which would inevitably spread through and in- 
flate the entire U. $. economy. 

Last week Ford lined up with the rest of the 
industry against the union's demands. Declaring 
that the company had given the U. A.W. security 
by accepting the closed shop, a Ford spokesman 
complained that the union had accepted no re- 
sponsibility toward the company. Said he, “The 
very future of the Ford Motor Company is at 
stake. We therefore propose that you come to our 
forthcoming negotiations prepared to give us some 
better plan for giving the company the same de- 
gree of security as we have given the union itself."* 

A strike vote has been taken against General 
Motors and passed by more than five to one. What 
is about to happen may pattern, and will certainly 
affect, the national wage scale and work week for 
months or years to come. Detroit once more is 
playing its role of U. S. industrial test tube. 

Unfortunately for the public the issues at 
Detroit are colored by two explosive, yet only 


half-visible, factors. These are the ancient and 
savage feud between the auto industry and the 
union and the internal politics of the union itself. 
The fecling of auto management toward its em- 
ployes and of the employes toward their manage- 
ment dates from the days when labor was simply 
another commodity, subject to seasonal layoffs, 
$goo-a-year wages, espionage, the blacklist and 
production schedules which did not always have 
any particular relationship to human endurance. 
Within the U.A.W. itself there are two main 
factions: a “right,” led by Reuther, a onetime So- 
cialist, which is considerably to the left of what 
passes for center in national politics, and a “‘left,"" 
led by George Addes, U. A.W.'s swart, self-cffac- 
ing secretary-treasurer whose position is usually 
decidedly left of center, Addes’ chief lieutenant is 
Richard Frankenstcen, a burly, affable extrovert 
who was recently an’ unsuccessful candidate for 
mayor of Detroit, collects dolls and writes operet- 
tas, Like Reuther, Addes and Frankenstcen are 
spectacular success stories in the carcer of labor 
leadership, which during the past decade has been 
exceptionally rewarding in power and prestige. 


Balloon and bayonets 


The U. A. W. president, Rolland Jay Thomas, 
in the past has maintained a political position 
aloof from and supported by both factions, a 
situation which in the past has caused him to be 
likened to a balloon held up by bayonet points. 
The right and left subdivide into intramural 
rights and lefts of subtly varying political shade, 
which in turn sub-subdivide into splinter groups 
even more delicately shaded. All are unanimous 
in one thing: vociferous bellicosity. Behind a not- 
too-successfully maintained curtain of unity, the 
Addes and Reuther wings have ducled constantly 
and sometimes openly. Ironically, Reuther, who 
carly in his career was regarded in some quarters 
as a dangerous Communist, is cordially detested 
by many U. A.W. lefe-wingers as an obstruction- 
ist and reactionary. All these ever-shifting feuds 
breed constant tension and turmoil. 
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IN INFORMAL DISCUSSION or at the conference table 


Reuther’s mobile features faithfully mirror an active and articu- 


late mentality. He is a convincing, sometimes eloquent talker, 
chiefly because of his earnestness. Opponents have said when he 


suddenly finds himself enmeshed in debate he is also a master 
at talking around the subject until he again gets his bearings. 
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Amid this perpetual tumult Reuther functions smoothly and 
steadily. He is a canny bargainer, an cloquene speaker and a re- 
sourceful strateg chief negotiator with General Motors he wa 
first to obtain the impartial umpire system in the auto industry, first 
to win the 7!4¢ differential for night work, first to get vacations 
with pay for the hundreds of thousands of workers he represents. 
Lieut. General William $. Knudsen, when he was president of Gen- 
eral Motors, is reported to have turned to Reuther at the conclusion 
of a bargaining session and remarked, ““I wish we had you selling 
used cars for us, young man." “Used cars?” asked Reuther. ‘’Sure,” 
said Knudsen, “anyone can sell new cars."” 

During the war General Motors had far fewer strikes and stop- 
pages than its competitors, a fact for which Reuther can justly claim 
part of the credit. He has given a good deal of thought to strikes, 
their cause and cure, and has evolved a theory about them. Simply 
expressed, it is: “Get ‘em young.” A strike, he argues, begins with 
a trivial difference between a worker and a management representa- 
tive. Adjudicated promptly and fairly, it ends at that, Left unset- 
tled, it festers quickly. A minor dispute that occurs on Monday and is 
gossiped about on Tuesday can cause a plant to be closed and picket- 
ed by Wednesday morning. 

Nevertheless the auto industry regards Ruther with earnest disaf- 
fection. The strike which in 1936 started its long-feared unionization 
was organized by him. He and his brothers, Victor and Roy, were 
key figures in the subsequent sit-down strike wave which broke the 
back of its opposition to unionism. Two years later, when the youth- 
ful U.A.W. appeared to be wrecked on the rocks of internal dissen- 
sion, it was Reuther who conceived and executed a “‘strategy strike" 
that saved the union. Strategic thinking, in fact, is Reuther's forte 
and has won him the name of the U. A. W.’s “one-man brain trust.” 

But his growing fame rests less on his achievements as a union 
Ieader than on his talent for offering solutions to national problems 
and getting them well publicized. He is in a fair way to become 
labor's intellectual pin-up boy because in the past few years he has 
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originated or strenuously supported proposals for such things as the 
creation of labor-management committees and the standardization 
of U, S. tank engines (both ultimately adopted), the pooling of war 
workers, fairer milk distribution and many more. During the war 
years he was a frequent Washington conferee on production-and- 
labor snarls for which he often as not provided workable solutions. 
As a consequence he was offered a number of government posts. His 
most spectacular brain child, however, was the Reuther plan of 1940 
calling for utilization of idle aucomobile-making machinery to make 
fighter planes. More recently he produced a sccond Reuther plan, a 
massive blueprint for setting up a peace production board to regu- 
late the American cconomy and insure full production, employment 
and consumption. 

This flair for mapping vast national programs scems rather incon- 
gruous in Reuther. He is a slight, cheerful man, of a jaunty youth- 
fulness which once led a reporter to compare him to an undissipated 
Prince of Wales. All his life he has had trouble convincing people he 
is as old as he is. At present he is 38. In conversation, which is his 
chronic state, or while making a speech, earnestness and sincerity 
wrinkle his puckish features and raise his rather high voice to shrill 
stridency. 

Reuther’s adeptness at the political rough-and-tumble of unionism 
is a result of parental training. He was born of a Wheeling, West Va. 
family reminiscent of the idiosyncratic and individual Sycamores in 
You Can't Take It with You. His father, a German immigrant laborer, 
had a deeply sensitive respect for democracy. Before the purchase of a 
new home, Valentine Reuther gravely polled each member of his 
family on the question of whether to buy, then gravely accepted the 
result of the vote (to buy, five to one). Another time the late Andrew 
Carnegic announced his intention of giving Whecling a library. Val- 
entine, remembering the bloody Homestead strikes, campaigned 
briskly to keep the library out of Wheeling. To the annoyance of 
other residents, he succeeded. 

Although his father had been a clergyman, Valentine Reuthér be-

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lieved in practical good works rather than in conventional, church- 
once-a-week religion. But his wife was a devout Lutheran. He ruled,| 
therefore, that each Sunday until noon the children would belong to 
their mother, and she led them regularly to Sunday school where 
Walter won a string of medals for seven years’ unbroken attendance. 
In the afternoons Valentine herded his brood into the parlor and lec- 
tured them on the emptiness of formal religious practice. 

Reuther senior was also a wholchearted disciple of the trade union 
movement, having headed the Ohio Valley Trades and Labor Assem- 
bly at the age of 23. This had required skill in public speaking, which 
untutored Valentine acquired by taking a correspondence course in 
it. To develop the same ability in his sons, he used to lead them to an 
upstairs bedroom on winter nights, organize them into two debating 
teams, announce a subject—child labor, prohibition or the like—and 
then judge the ensuing forensics. His second son's mastery of verbal 
rough-and-tumble derives from those debates. 

Walter Reuther went to work, before completing high school, as 
apprentice to a tool- and diemaker in the Wheeling Steel Corporation 
and there got his first experience as a labor leader. Christmas in 1927 
fell on a Sunday and the steel workers felt entitled to an extra day off. 
The company felt differently. Organized by Reuther, the men stayed 
home 100% on the disputed day, a victory mitigated only by the fact 
that soon afterward Reuther was fired for it. 

Detroit, as the mecca of every tool-and-die man, attracted him. 
Arriving there with a mere three years’ apprentice training, he found 
Henry Ford in the process of replacing the venerable Model T with 
the Model A and the huge Rouge plant closed for retooling. Thou- 
sands of experienced automobile makers roamed the streets jobless. 
Reuther, however, managed to land a midnight-shift job at the 
Briggs Manufacturing Company and when Ford finally advertised for 
tool-and-die “leaders,” he applied, A “leader” is a tool-and-die 
crew's straw boss—a veteran among veterans. Apple-cheeked Reu- 
ther had co argue for two hours with the plant policeman at the door 
before even gaining admission to the Ford employment office. After 
another long exchange with the plant's master mechanic, who sniffed 
at his youth, Reuther was given a two-day trial. He spent the night 
trying to get his cools released from a spiteful superintendent at the 
Briggs plant, and thus had co repore for work wearied by 36 sleepless 
hours. But at cheend of the trial he was hired as a tool- and diemaker 
at $1.10 an hour. 


Reuther’s four C’s 


Besides working cight hours a day, Reuther attended high school 
where he organized working students like himself into a "Four-C 
Club,” the four C’s, he confesses today, standing for Confidence, 
Comradeship, Citizenship and Cooperation. The club prospered, 
since the faculty and businessmen who sponsored it remained hap- 
pily unaware that its members spent much of their time discussing 
unionism. 

Despite such symptomatic activities, Reuther felt uncertain about 
his life work and, after entering Detroit's Wayne University, he 
flirted with law and aviation. But the Detroit of 1932, with its 
murmurous bread lines and stilled production lines, was a powerful 
excitant to his latent instincts. Presently the head of a 4o-man Ford 
tool-room crew, he openly held a union organizational meeting in 
Dearborn. He hardly expected this to escape the vigilant attention of 
Ford's then hydra-headed personnel department. It did not. Jobless, 
Reuther and his brother Victor left Detroit on a trip around the 
world to study labor conditions as a prerequisite to a labor career. 

They spent ten months bicycling through Germany, France, Italy 
and England, sometimes sleeping in ficlds and haystacks. They in- 
spected mines, industrial plants and automobile factories. They 
heard Hitler and Goebbels often and were in Rome for Fascism’s 
tenth anniversary celebration. They watched Hitler systematically 
destroy his opposition, saw trade unionists beaten unconscious in 
public. For a time they lived with some Social Democrat students in 
a Berlin cooperative, sleeping in their clothes cach night in fear of 
storm trooper raids. Shortly after their departure the cooperative 
actually was raided and several students were killed. 

Germany depressed and alarmed Reuther. Russia depressed and 
exhilarated him. With their factory experience the brothers had 
no difficulty obtaining jobs in a Gorki automobile plant. They in- 
structed raw farm boys, who had not even the slight mechanical cx 
perience afforded by ownership of a bicycle, in tool- and dicmaking, 
which is one of the most intricate of mechanical skills. “God knows 
how much material they wasted,” he says today. “But they learned 
‘A few months after I began teaching my class, four of shem became 
teachers."” 

Shortly after the Reuthers’ arrival the Gorki workers’ set up a 
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clamor in their stalovaya or factory lunchroom for metal spoons “like 
workers in other countries have.” Walter and Victor offered to make 
some out of old fender metal. Their distribution, a spoon to a 
worker, was a factory sensation, Every spoon vanished at once— 
taken home by the proud Russians. “This under socialism, com- 
rades!"" sputtered a parcy secretary indignantly. “Sheer capitalistic 
acquisitivencss!"” 

Although no one seemed very sure what it was, “‘culeure’’ was 
then the Soviet watchword. One department leader in the plant 
boasted of how much he was going to raise the culture of the men 
under him during a certain month. Presently he delivered. The work- 
ers thronged into the stalovaya one noon to find it a jungle of palm 
trees. An old American movie, some of whose scenes were laid in a 
hotel lobby, had caused the leader to associate culture with palm 
trees. After enduring che underbrush for several days, the Russians 
decided it was too much culture and moved the trees to the assembly 
line. Thereafter the new Russian cars moved grandly to completion 
down a twin row of palms worthy of a Hollywood funeral. 

Amused by such naive efforts to raise the national esthetic, 
Reuther nevertheless was impressed by the contrast between Russia's 
unskilled workmen debating factory problems with their leader in 
the plane's “Red Corner" and America’s superbly skilled but voice= 
less automobile workers. After a year at Gorki, the Reuther brothers 
took advantage of their status to travel around the Soviet Union on 
workers’ passes for five months. Penetrating to many off-track in- 
dustrial centers, they journeyed across Siberia, toured China and 
Japan and worked their way back to the U. S. as seamen. It was the 
fall of 1935. 


Reuther joins the union 


In the past the A. F. L. had made sporadic attempts to organize 
the automobile workers, attempts which had generally ended in ju- 
risdictional disputes. Now, under Roosevelt, prosperity was slow 
returning and labor was receiving warm encouragement. On his re 
turn Reuther joined the U. A. W., then an A. F. L. union, and worked 
at a series of jobs in small rool-and-die shops. He was elected president 
of the U. A. W.'s West Side Local 174, which embraced the employes 
of a number of small factories, and at the historic 1936 convention, 
which affiliated the U. A. W. with John L. Lewis’ new C. I. O., he 
was made an international board member of the union. Although 
Reuther was now on the march, the U. A. W.’s potential membership 
was not. Fearful for their jobs, auto workers dared not be seen at a 
union meeting, a situation painfully frustrative to the ardent presi~

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dent of Local 174. He decided a dramatic coup was needed to teach the 
workers their strength. The Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Company, where 
women workers were getting 52¢ an hour and employes complained 
of speeded-up production schedules, seemed a likely spot. But Local 
174 had just 32 members among the plant's 5,000 workers. 

After trying vainly to negotiate with the management, Reuther 
selected seven trusted members who were familiar with the factory 
switches that controlled conveyors and machinery. At a quiet home 
mecting he rehearsed them in pulling the switches. A few days later 
the switches were suddenly thrown, production stopped and workers 
milled about, muttering, “’Strike.’” When superintendents demanded 
to know what was wrong, the carefully instructed ring leaders told 
them to telephone union headquarters. Indignantly an executive 
phoned Reuther and ordered him to come to the plant and end the 
stoppage at once. Reuther was prayerfully awaiting the call; he had 
never been allowed inside the plant. Now he was escorted in. From a 
packing-case platform he began a fiery organizational address. After 
a time the plant executive plucked nervously at his trouser le 
“When are you going to order them back to work?” he asked. 
can’t give them orders until I get them organized,” replied Reuther. 

The presence of a union organizer in the plant itself electrified the 
employes. Thirty five hundred membership cards were signed during 
the next 48 hours. When the management failed to meet with the 
burgeoning union's representatives next day, the plane “'sat down.” 
Ten days later they stood up again with a 7s¢ starting wage. This 
was Reuther’s first major triumph, It was also the first clean-cut 
victory for an automobile workers’ union in U.S. labor history. 

In the next 12 months U.A.W. scored victory after victory— 
Chrysler, General Motors and a host of smaller auto manufacturers 
and suppliers. Then, having pulled together to win major victories, 
the union began pulling apart. Its president, Homer Martin, a 
former Baptist clergyman, had been a fiery strike leader, but he 
proved an inept administrator. Marcin leaned as far to the right as 
the then active and aggressive Communist faction in the U. A.W. 
leaned to the left. In 1938 a deep cleavage split the union's ranks 
which Reuther sought to remedy by forming a middle-of-the-road 
group. He was ultimately successful but only after weeks of des- 
perate political maneuvering during which anxiety left him sleep- 
less night after night. 


The U.A.W. faces crisis 


Next year Martin, who continued quarrelling with his subordi- 
nates, tried to lead the stanchly C. I. O. union back into the A. F. L., 
causing a second cleavage that placed the auto companies in a 
strategic position. General Motors announced that it would recog- 
nize neither the C. I. O. nor A. F. L. faction until an NLRB election 
should determine which represented its workers. Due to summer 
layoffs, plants were closed or closing for the summer. No election 
could be held before fall. By that time the union could collapse. At 
a dramatic night mecting attended by Philip Murray and other 
C.1.0. bigwigs, Reuther, standing alone, called for a “strategy 
strike’’ of the auto companies’ relatively small tool-and-die plants, 
vircually the only units working. He argued that with their cools 
for the new models imperiled, the companics would have to deal 
with—and thus recognize—the striking C.1.O. group. After an all- 
night debate the others assented. 

Fisher Body Plant 23, chen the world’s largest tool-and-die plant, 
struck, ostensibly for a small raisc. Encouraged, other tool-and-die 
units followed. GM negotiated and the strike ended with the C.1.O. 
faction recognized as rhe auto union. The U.A.W. completed its con- 
quest of the Big Three by organizing Ford in 1941 

In the years since, Reuther has worked unsparingly at his dual role 
of union executive and spokesman on national policy. This makes for 
a frenetic life of bargaining negotiations, U.A.W. and C.LO. con- 
ferences, politicking, governmental meetings, duels with the Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers Association, future planning andstrikesettling. 
Reuther attacks this breathless schedule with the all-consuming zeal 
of a medieval ascetic. His wiry constitution enables him to disregard 
such personal necessities as sleep and food during times of stress. He 
neither smokes nor, except for an infrequent glass of beer, drinks, 
and apparently has no psychic need for convivial relaxation. Aside 
from a moderate pallor which by now seems to have become chronic, 
there are no signs of strain in his 165-pound physique. During peri- 
ods of unusual tension he resorts to carpentry rather than sleep for 
relaxation; to one accustomed to machining alloy steels to thou- 
sandth-inch tolerances, woodworking is an effortless recreation. A 
handsome bookcase, neatly joined with pegs, stands in his modest 
Colonial home in northwest Detroit. Reuther made it during the 
sleepless nights of the union's 1938 Communist crisis.

Reuther’s Plans I and II 


Reuther's success as a union leader and strategist is unquestioned. 
His success as a national thinker and planner is rather less spectacu- 
lar. Reuther Plan I was published in the winter of 1940-41, before 
the automobile industry had been converted to war production. 
The plan proposed to manufacture soo fighter planes daily with 
temporarily idle auto manufacturing facilities, and to do this with- 
out interrupting automobile production, Condemned as impractical 
by the companies, the plan was not pur into effect although some 
government officials feel that the debate which it aroused may 
have hastened the eventual total conversion of the industry. An in- 
cidencal effect was the projection of Reuther onto the national scene. 

By comparison, Reuther Plan II is an all-inclusive program for a 
brave new economic world, It would set up an over-all national 
planning board to direct industry coward the long-sought goals of 
full employment, full production, full consumption, It would oper- 
ate some government-owned war plants as yardsticks in such in- 
dustrics as aluminum and magnesium. It would develop new socially 
beneficial products and new marketing techniques, turn industries to 
the manufacture of prefabricated housing, resettle marginal farmers, 
rehabilitate war vetcrans, nurture small business and modernize the 
equipment of such industries as railroads for the common good. It

It is the favorite drinking place and forum of New York newspapermen 


and literati who like to play the match game and argue without music

The author of this article ix Broadway's best-known and 
‘most literate theatrical press agent. Respected by newspa- 
permen for his knowledge of the theater, he is alo an out- 
standing authority on Bleeck's. A patron of years’ stand- 
ing, he may be found there between 5 and 7 p.m. nightly. 


Ithough tlie modest, painted sign over its entrance 

identifies it as the Artists and Writers Restaurant, 
the saloon which abuts the New York Herald Tribune 
Building in West 40th Street is known to its devout 
and thirsty clients simply as Bleeck’s, pronounced to 
rhyme with shakes, It derives its unofficial title from 
its white-maned, 65-year-old proprietor, Jack Bleeck, 
who as early as 1911 was tending bar at 40th Street 
and Seventh Avenue, a stein’s throw away.
